In view of the present complications 
which arc developing in the relations b e- 
tweep the water works and the city it 
may b e well for the readers of T he T e l­ 


egraph to have the legal status of the 
case presented to them in a form con­ 
venient for reference. 
In the year 1870 the present constitu­ 
tion of Illinois was adopted. 
Prior to 
that date many cities had 
contracted 
heavy deb ts and the tendency seemed to 
turn in the direction ol creating unlimi­ 
ted b onded and lioating deb ts in many 
towns and cities. 
The framers of the 
constitution of 1870 saw that this must he 
stopped. 
They accordingly inserted in 
the State constitution of 1870 a provision 
which reads as follows: 
“ No county, 
city, township or other municipal corpo 
ration, shall b e allowed to b ecome in 
deb tcd in any manner or for any purpose 
to an amount, including existing iudeb t 
edness, in the aggregate exceeding five 
per centum on the value of the taxab le 
property therein, to b e ascertained b y 
the last assessment for State and county 
taxes previous to the incurring of such 
indeb tedness. 
As soon as this clause of the constitu­ 
tion came into force it immediately proved 
a complete b ar to the contracting of deb ts 
b y these cities whose previous deb ts were 
greater than five per cent of llieir valua­ 
tion. 
Among the cities in this catalogue 
were Springfield, 
Quincy and Dixon 
Galesb urg is not within the list. 
The old 
b ridge deb t of Dixon is now $76 .500. 
The assessed valuation of the city is ab out 
eight hundred thousand; hence it readily 
appears that Dixon is among the list 
of 
cities 
under 
the 
constitutional 
disab ility of creating deb ts. 
As soon 
as 
the 
new 
constitution 
came 
into 
force attempts were made to neutralize 
its sweeping effect b y sub terfuges aud in­ 
direct evasions. 
In Springfield the first 
test was made. 
The salaries of the city 
officers and the pay rolls of tho street la­ 
b orers were left unpaid aud the annual 
lax levy which should have b een used for 
other purposes. 
The warrants issued for 
the necessary current expenses were thus 
left unpaid and the attempt was made to 
compel the city to pay them b y tax a'ion 
the next year. 
The supreme court decid­ 
ed that these claims were null and valid. 
In the case of Edwards vs. Springfield, 
84tU 11). Page 620, they fuliy discuss the 
question and use this language: 
“ A deb t 
payab le in the future, or payab le upon a 
contingency or happening of some event, 
such as the rendering of service or the 
delivery of property, is a deb t within the 
coustitutijLmal prohihition and it make no 
difference whether the deb t b e for current 
expenses or for something else.” 
Ti is 
decision and others in parallel case« hold 
that in cities like Dixon the power of the 
pity council is confined to that of lev ying 
an annual tax and of expending the same. 


T he y can in no manner create any 
d e b t, 
or contract, that is an ob ligation against 
t he * ity. 
The tax levied b y the m m u s t 
pay nl! ob ligations c reatitfb y them, and 
if the tax is not collectedor is insufficient 
then the persons who haye claims against 
the city iuu» t lose their money; or at least 
cannot enforce collection b y law inas­ 
much as the deb t was created in Violation 
of law. 
The foregoing history is necessary fur 
a full understanding of the rule which is 
laid down in the city of Quincy case 
which we will now discuss.* The decision 
in the Quincy case can b e found in 105 
Ills Reports Page 141. 
On the 7th of August, 1*76, the city cf 
Quincy b y ordinance, enteral into a con­ 
tract with Edward Prince, b y which the 
latter agreed to construct aud keep in op­ 
eration a system of water works. 
For 
this service the city agreed for thirty 
years to pay an annual fental. 
The 
works vrere constructed and for a numb er 
of years the agreement was ob served b y 
b oth parties. 
Finally the rity declined 
to conform to its requirements and so 
notified Prince. 
Thereupon Prince sued 
the city upon the contiaet. 
The city of 
Quincy pleaded in b ar of the suit that 
said city was at the time of making the 
agreement indeb ted in an amount exceed­ 
ing the constitutional limit of five per 
cent on all the taxab le property of the 
city. 
The court sustained the plea and 
refused judgment. 
The owner« of the 
wuttr works applied f or a rehearing of 
the case b ut succeeded no b etter than b e­ 
fore. 
In 105th 111. Page 215 the court 
again decided in favor of the city, using 
this language: 
“ The defence in this case 
is the constitutional limitation. 
When 
once the city is b rought within this pro­ 
vision they are just as | owerlcss to create 
a deb t on account of ordinary or current 
expenses, as they are on account of any­ 
thing else.” 
The court also rays of this 
case that “ other questions regarding the 
contract have b een ab ly discussed b y 
counsel b ut inasmuch us thi^ constitu­ 
tional question is conclusive 
of the case 
it is useless to consider them.” 
From the foregoing reasons it will read­ 
ily appear that the questions governing 
the construction or the form of the city 
contract with the Dixon water company 
really cut no figure in the case. 
The r e ­ 
cent Galesb urg decision has ;;;t b oa ring 
on our case for tho reason that Galesb urg 
hid no constitutional defense to their 
contract. 
Whether our contract is prop­ 
erly drawn makes no difference. 
That is 
to say our defence will Do b ased upon u 
much b etter foundation than that on 
which our neighb oring city rested their 
ca e. The city of Dixon can, at its option, 
at any date terminate <>r refuse to recog- 
niz(* its contract with the water company

New Y ork , April 2.—In last Friday’s issue 
of The Herald there appeared an editorial re­ 
ply ing to certain statements made by J ay 
Gould regarding the proprietor of that pa­ 
per.

Gould as the “ Corsair,” the ‘‘Wizard,” etc. 
On Saturday there was a rumor that Mr. 
Gould ‘ had it in” for The Herald man, and 
just about midnight the rumor was prov ed 
correct, for a letter was giv en to the press, 
which indicates that the “ Corsair” can wield a 
sharp pen, and that he is prepared to carry 
the war into the enemy ’s country . The doc­ 
ument is an open letter, and addressed to 
J ames Gordon Bennett, and b egins as fol­ 
low's: 
“ In Friday's issue of The Herald you cul­
